Volo, via Athens, May 10.—(Copyright, 1897.]—In the first place Velestino will 
surely be famous for one of the greatest battles of this war. The Greek reverse began 
at Larissa, and the world expected a quick conclusion, but Velestino proved that Greek 
soldiers, when well led, could successfully cope with overwhelming numbers of Turks. 

It proved them good fighters, long fighters, and stayers: It must have been generally 
surprising after Larissa, and it occasioned general rejoicing throughout Greece, and 
its effect upon the Greek soldiers was great. 

‘To be sure, the army retreated from Velestino, but through no fault of this 
army. The commander bit his fingers and cursed when the order came to retreat. He 
was at that time perfectly confident of success. For three days he had been holding 

2 the Turks beautifully in check and inflicting heavy loss. Then came orders to fall 
back, due to reverses or something in other places. Smolentz knew, of course, that his 
retreat was a sacrifice and he raged, but orders must be obeyed, hence the occupation 
by the Turks of Velestino and later the fall of Volo; this after three days of successful 

_ fighting, the troops jubilant, the commander confident; then the Crown Prince’s order 

of retreat. | 

The orders to retreat have cast down every man in this command, and, well, the

The roll of musketry fire was tremendous in the distance, like the noise of tear- 
Ang a cloth. Nearer it sounded like rain on resonant roofing, and close at hand was 
just a long crash after crash. It wasa beautiful sound, beautiful as I had never 
‘dreamed it, more impressive than the roar of Niagara and finer than an avalauche 
of thunder, because it had the wonder of human tragedy in it. It was the most beau- 
tiful sound of my experience, barring no symphony.

| WITH PATIENCE OF BOOKKEEPERS. 
The Greek troops fought with the patience of salaried bookkeepers, never tired, 
never complaining. It was a fine exhibition. The Turkish artillery fired upon them 
, eternally, even when the musketry lulled, but nobody minded anything. The Turks 
oe, ee were in great numbers and fought according to the precepts of their religion, but the 
ö Greeks were perfectly undaunted and whipped them well. 
ae Sometimes it was fighting among gaunt hills, sometimes fighting on the fine, green 
plain, but always the Greeks held their positions. When night came shells burst fre- 
' quently, lighting the darkness with red flashes. I. saw the wounded taken to Volo. 
There was very little outcry. They were mostly silent, and in the gray, early 
morning a musketry fire was resumed and rattled from hill to hill.

‘*First—Each one of said Commissioners 
during his entire term of service was incom- 
petent 

Second — In the performance of his 
duties as said Commissioner each one of said 
Commissioners was guilty of neglect of duty. 

Sport of the Republican Machine. 


“During the last two years Commission- 
ers Hotz and Clark have constituted the 
majority of the Civil Service Board. They 
have absolutely controlled and should be 
held responsible for all acts of commission 
and omission. Holding the said Republican 
Commisstoners responsible, therefore, I can- 
not but find in the lamentable condition of 
the public service striking and overwhelm- 
ing evidences of incompetency and negiect 
of duty upon their part. It is evident that 
the civil service law has been made simpy 
the sport of the Republican machine.“ 

The law itself was approved and was in 
force March 20, 1895.

Ald. Bennett Introduces an Ordinance 
to License the Equitable Com- 
pany—Iis Plans. 


Ald. Bennett of the Eighth Ward put an 
ordinance into the City Council last even- 
ing wich, its backers assert, is going to 


revolutionize the street car systems of Chi- 


cago. 

It provides for the existence of a new 
corporation called the Equitable Street Car 
company, to which are, to be given all the 
present rights and franchises now possessed 
by the North Side, West Side, and South 
Side companies as soon as they expire by 
lapse of time. This —. company is to be 
Allowed to lay or quife. tracks in every 
street and alley in Which the existing com- 
pahies now have them, and operate street 
cars over them as is how done by thé three 
Unes mentioned. In addition, the Equitable 
company is to be allowed to make all neces-, 
safy conneetions between any aud all of. 
the existing lines where they come into jux- 
taposition with each other. 

In consideration of these privileges „the 
Equitable company agrees to carry passen- 
gers for one fare over any Or all of its lines 
—for instance, from the northern to the 
southern limits of the city—said fare to be 
fixed at five cents a passenger for the twen- 
ty years for which the franchise is asked. 
Between the hours of 6 to 8 a, m. and 5 to 7 
p. m., however, the rate of fare is to be three 
cents. 

The company also binds itself to pay the 
city $500,000 per annum. 

The ostensible backer of this enterprise 
is a young lawyer by the name of Samuel’ 
Clark, who has an office in the Taétoma 
Building. Speaking of it last night Mr. 
Clark said: 

* can't tell you now who is back Of this 
ordinance, but there is no lack of- money. 
The moment it is passed we can float bonds 
for $1,000,000. .We figure that as soon as 
their present fratichises expire the exiating 
companies would sell their tracks for a song 
to any company to which those franchises 
might be given, and the Equitable com- 
pany could be started on @ comparatively 
mall investment.“ 

Being reminded that $600,000 a year was 
a rather small sum to pay for all the bene- 
fits asked, Mr. Clark replied:

SANITARY TAX CASE is DECIDED: 


Judgment of the Court if Withheld 
Will Have a Bearing on Chi- 
cago’s Finances. 


Joliet, III., May 10.—[Spécial.]—Judge 
Dibell, in the Circuit Court this morhing, de- 
cided a case that will, if sustained by the 
higher courts, have an important bearing on 
the finances of the Sanitary District of Chi- 
cago. 

The décision Wasin the suit of the Sanitary 
District against County Treasurer Martin. 
It involved two phases, one to enjoin him 
frém selling certain property acquired by 
the district in Dupage and Lockport Town- 
ships for delinquent taxes, and the other 
for an injunction or decree holding the drain- 
age lands public property, and, therefore, ex- 
empt from taxation, the same as court- 
houses, school buildings, public parks, and 
other property of that character. 

The Judge made perpetual the injunction so 
far as it forbid the Treasurer from selling 
the land described for taxes, but dissolved 
the injunction forbidding the Treasurer from 
making other efforts to collect the taxes, the 
court holding that the lands in question are 
not exempt from taxation, but that they an- 
not be sold for taxes, the proper method of 
collecting the tax being not by public sale 
but through a writ of mandamus. 


Trustce Eckardt said last night: 

‘‘ We stall appeal this case to the Supreme 
Court. The decision is manifestly unfair, 
for our lands aré as ‘ public’ in their, pur- 
pose as those belonging to schools, parks,

WILL TAKE LONG TO ADJUST PRACE. 


Demands of the Sultan Will Not Be 
Readily Allowed by the 
Pewers. 


London, May 10.—The settlement of the 
terms of peace threatens to be a long and 
difficult business. The Porte has begun by 
demanding everything in sight, as was to be 
expected. The public sentiment of Europe’ 
will be outraged if a single point in the 
amazing list suggested by the Suſtan be 
concded. England will certainly -appose 
every one of the preposterous claims. 

England's policy in the mediation will 
be to restore the status quo ante-bellum, 


“except that the Greeks shall evacuate Crete 
and perhaps pay a small indemnity. 


The powers are already realizing that 
the process of securing Turkish consent to 
such terms will be more dangerous to the 
peace of Europe than the present war. In 
fact, the political perils of the Eastern 
situation are only just beginning. The 
general public, including the stock markets,

table rat-trap. The Turks may easily flank 
the Greek army on the right or on the left. 
Yet the piace itself is almost impregnable. 
Five heavy Krupp siege guns have been 
mounted where they will have a splendid 
command of the Turkish approach, and there 
is plenty of effective field artillery. If there 
is a siege only wonderful courage on the 
part of the Turks or supine cowardice on 
the part of the Greeks can cause the Greeks 
to lose it. 

The fortifications are nearly finished and 
an attack is expected almost any hour. The 
Greek troops seem in good spirits. They 
do not act like beaten men. The expecta- 
tion here is that the powers will act soon and 
stop the war. A conference will be held to- 
morrow. The dispatch boat starts tonight 
for Athens carrying woundéd:soldiers and 
English Red Cross nurses to care for them 
on the way. 

The foreign legion arrived yesterday. Itis 
composed of 000 Garibaldians. Several 
thousand Cretans are expected tonight. A 
grandson of the great Garibaldi is here. He 
is 19 years old, handsome, tall, straight, and 
full of enthusiasm. He ran away from school 
at Rome and came here against the order 
of his father, who commands the Italian 
volunteers. 

On the way from Lamia, the present base 
of Greek military operations, to the moun- 
tain top at Domokos I met twenty-three 
miles of homeless refugees, wounded sol- 
diers, and soldiers who were not wounded. 

There were babes being nursed by trudging 
mothers and aged men and women tottering 
south. Families trooped by, each with its 
wooden wheeled cart piled with chattels, 
topped off with oriental rugs of bright 
colors. On these were the weaker ones, the 
sick, and the very old, whose faces, seamed 
by past hard struggles for existence, were 
drawn rigid by present despair. 

One woman was leading a cow which was 
weighted down with heavy, queer furniture. 
Other women were helping to push carts up 
hill and holding them back going down hill, 
in order to relieve the tired oxen.

For instance, 
for a centen, which is worth $5.30 in Spanish 
gold, one may get the equivalent of $11.30 
in paper money today in Havana. 

The paper money of Spain is at a greater 
discount at this moment, when the reforms 
are said to be at hand, than at any time since 
the war began. During the ten years’ war 
a centen was at one time worth $13 in paper, 
and no one doubts that the billets will reach 
or pass that point again. Two months ago 
a-centen was worth $8.50 in paper, and there 
was less talk of pacification and reforms 
than now. : 

The fact is, no one pays any attention to 
Gen. Weyler’s proclamations about the 
peace he says he has brought about or to 
his talk about the golden time that is com- 
ing now that the Queen Regent has been 
kind enough to sign the reforms. 

The plight of Spain is bad enough without 
the rioting which would be general if an 
attempt were made to force this paper down 
the throats of men already grown sullen 
because of the disastrous and lagging mili- 
tary policy of Gen. Weyler. No one here 
can see how Spain will be able to carry much 
longer the financial burden with which she 
is saddled, and which is increased tre- 
mendously every month. 

There are engagements, too, which are not 
reported and are serious. Three nights aio 
100 wounded soldiers were carried into 
Regia by rail on their way to Havana hos- 
pitals, and some of them died in the railroad 
station. 

Gen. Weyler is in Santa Clara again, and 
his arrival there does not well accord with 
the announcement he made so recently that 
the province was pacified. Noone, even at 
the palace, pretends that Matanzas is paci- 
fied, and I know that a messenger is on his 
way to New York who will tell the junta 
that the insurgents in Pinar del Rio number 
nearly 7,000 armed men.

CONSTANTINE ALTERS WAR IBIS. 


Changes Dispatches Telling of His 
Cold Treatment of Correspondents 
to Say “Enthusiastic Reception.” 


London, May 11.—The Daily Mall's corre- 
apondent at Volo says: 

“From the first day of the war Crown 
Prince Constantine, in his capacity of Chief 
Censor, blocked all the news which the En- 
glish correspondents sent from the scene of 
hostilities. They wete obliged to adopi the 
plan of posting their messages to Athens, 
but even then many of these were not ſor- 
warded. The Minister of War issued ofiicial 
reports daily, which were incorporated with 
the telegrams. This explains the inaccuracy 
abvious in so many cases. 

“The Crown Prince, who understands 
English perfectly, altered the news so as to 
make it favorable to himself. For instance, 
in a telegram to a New York newspaper de- 
acribing the ‘cold’ reception given him at 
Larissa the Prince changed it to enthusi- 
astic’ reception. When the correspondents 
went to him in a body and protested vigor- 
ausly he answered evasively., 

“The Greek disaster was due primarily 
to Constantine himself. He destroyed the 
morale of the army by ordering the evacua- 
ion of Gritzovali and the retreat on Tyrna- 
vos, and then he ran away in a shameful 
flight from Larissa, when the disgraceful 
scene was witnessed of a Greek Colonel 
shrieking with terror. 

„All cursed Constantine for deserting 
them, though there were other reasons for 
the disasters which followed, such as lack

'PRW TURKS ARE LEFT AT YOLO. 


Bulk of the Army Is Withdrawn and 
Sent in Another Direc- 
tion. 


Larissa, May 10.—The Greek fleet has left 
Volo, but the French, Italian, and British 
guardships remain. The town is quiet and 
has been occupied by the Turkish troops. A 
considerable number of the latter have 
taken up positions on the surrounding 
heights. The bulk of the Ottoman army, 
however, has been withdrawn and is march- 
ing in another direction. 

Quantities of arms, ammunition, and a 
number of ambulances were captured by the 
Turks at Volo. All the heights commanding 
Pharsala are now occupied by the Turks. 

Edhem Pasha, the Turkish commander, 
all of his Generals, and a number of officers 
of lower rank have been decorated, and 
many of the Turkish officers have been pro- 
moted. 

A fresh division of Nizams, armed with 
Mauser rifles, has arrived here and will pro- 
ceed to the front.

SULTAN SORRY FOR KING GEORGE. 


Is Moved with Compassion, and It Is 
Said Will Not Ask an In- 
demnity. 


London, May 10.—According to the Ex- 
change Telegraph company private advices 
received in London from Constantinople de- 
clare that the Sultan has expressed deep 
sympathy for King George and the Greek 
Government, whose hands, in his opinicn, 
were forced by revolutionary agents at 
Athens and Alexandria. 

The Sultan, according to these advices, de- 
clines to claim a war indemnity, and pro- 
poses a Turko-Greek treaty upoh the simul-

TURKISH FORCES OCCUPY KAMARIMA. 


Greeks Make a Stand in a Church, 
Which the Moslems Take 
by Assault. 


Constantinople, May 10.—The Turkish 
commander at Janina telegraphs that the 
Greek forces at Kamarina have been routed 


by three battalions of Turkish troops, who 


occupied Kamarina. Later the Greeks gath- 
ered in a church on the heights above the 
village, when they fired on the Turks, who 
eventually took the church by assault, kill- 
ing many of the Greeks and capturing some 
prisoners. The remainder of the Greeks 
retired to the bridge of Agros Georges, where 


they made a determined stand, but were 


finally routed by the Turks. 


SULTAN DESIRES NO MORE IAR.“ 


Wants Russia and Germany te Guaran- 
tee That Greece Shall Keep 
the Peace. 


Washington, D. C., May 10.—The Turkish 


Minister, Moustapha Bey, received today a | 


copy of the second proposal the Porte has 
submitted to the powers as a basis for end- 
ing the war against Greece. 

Among the conditions which the Sultan 
now names as his price for peace is an 
absolute bonded guarantee from Russia and 
Germany that Greece shall not again force 
the Ottoman Empire into the expense of a 
war. The dispatches to Moustapha Bey 
make it plain that Russia and Germany are 
asked to furnish bond, since they, of all 
Europe, are most vitally interested in keep- 
ing the reigning dynasty on the Hellenic 
throne. It is now ten years since the last 
outbreak of the Greeks against the Moslems. 
The Porte desires a pledge from the two 
empires that Turkey shall not again be 
placed in a position jeopardizing her in- 
tegrity. 

It is believed here that if the Emperors 
grant this concession Turkey will give up 
all other claims except the war indemnity. 
Her demand for $15,000,000 is only a matter 
of form, as the Porte is well aware Greece 
could not raise such an amount by selling 
her entire kingdom.

MYSTERIOUS SUICIDE IN THE PARK 


Fashionably Attired Young Woman 
Found in the Reservoir—Thought 
to Be from St. Louis. 


New York, May 10.—{Special.}—The body 
of a beautiful young woman, well dressed, 
and bearing unmistakable evidences of re- 
finement, was taken from the reservoir in 
Central Park just at daybreak this morning. 

The suicide tried to hide all traces of her 
identity, and the police are all at sea in 
their investigations, with the possible ex- 
ception that she was a resident of St. Louis 
and had recently been in Chicago. The 
clothing of the dead woman is, for the most 
part, of fine material and fashionably made. 
Her skirt was of black silk, and the waist of 
black crepon, the bodice being tight-fitting 
and the sleeves slightly puffed. Her che- 
mise is new, and sewed on the inside are the 
words Schlesinger & Mayer, Chicago.“ The 
woman wore black silk stockings and point- 
ed russet shoes, ö 

It is possible the mystery will be cleared 
up through the medium of letters found in 
the woman’s pockets. One of the letters 
reads as follows: 

„Never mind who I am or why this is 
done. It will hardly ever be found out. I 
hope not. % TITANIA,” 

From another letter addressed to the offi- 
cials in charge of the Fresh Pond crematory 
it would appear that the motive of her deed 
was a ruined love romance. It reads: 

*‘Kindiy deliver my ashes to the person 
presenting other half of inclosed papers: if 
so, to be disposed of according to my wishes. 
No service desired when incinerated, unless, 
indeed, Mendelssohn’s “ Wedding March“ 
from Midsummer Night’s Dream,“ as a 
favor to my last wishes. Sincerely, 

* MTANIA.” 

Another read: 

“To the Coroner: I hereby express my ear- 
nest desire to have my body cremated. If 
money arrives before my exit $51 will be 
found in my left shoe. If not, it will surely 
arrive in due time before my incineration at 
Coroner Hoeber’s office, New York City. 

„% TITANIA.” 

The money did not arrive, as not a cent 
could be found, a fact foretold in a post- 
script written at a later date than the letter: 

„ P. §.—I trust all will be done right. I'm

DR. BARROWS ARRIVES IN AMERICA. 


Describes His Trip Through Europe 
and Oriental Countries and His 
Doings While There. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 10.— [Special. 
The Rev. John Menry Barrows and wife of 
Chicago arrived today from the Orient by 
the steamer China after a fifteen months’ 
sojourn in foreign lands, most of which was 
spent in India. : 

To the correspondent of Tue TriBUN= Dr. 
Barrows gave the following account of his 
trip and work: In January of last year 
I left Chicago to begin my preparation for 
the work I was todo in India. After eight. 
n. onths spent in study in Germany I went to 
Paris, where I remained a month. While 
in the French capital I gave several ad- 
dresses in support of the movement for the 
organization of a new parliament of re- 
ligions to be held in Paris in 1900 at the 
time of the French © exposition. From 
France we journeyed to Italy, around the 
Mediterranean to Athens, Constantinople, 
Smyrna, Jerusalem, and Egypt. 

In the Valley of the Nile we remained 
three weeks, and on Dec. 4 sailed for Bom- 
bay, where we arrived on Dec. 15. I was 
received in India with the greatest courtesy 
and kindness, even by those of opposite re- 
ligious views, and wherever I spoke I was 
given marked attention, and the audiences 
were always large. The people seemed 
greatly interested in what I had to say. I 
was welcomed at Bombay by representatives 
of the Hindus, Parsees, Brahmins, Brahmos, 
and Christians. 

‘“‘Owing to the plague which was then 
raging in Bombay I went to Benares and 
spent some time studying the Hindus. But 
my real work began at Calcutta. At the 
capital I was given a grand reception by all 
religious beliefs at the palace of the leader 
of the Hindu Society in Calcutta, Bohadur 
Sir Jotindra, Mohun, Togore. 

“This reception is said to stand alone and 
without parallel in India. Never before was 
an orthodox Hindu's palace thrown open to 
welcome a Christian minister out of the 
West.” 

Continuing, Dr. Barrows said: 

„We sailed from Colombo for Japan on 
March 15, and during my stay in the island 
empire I delivered twenty-two a addresses, 
and was always given a warm welcome.” 

Dr. Barrows was asked about Swami Vive- 
kenanda in Madras. He said 

„ think he should not be taken seriously, 
for he is the Hindu Mark Twain. He says 
some good things, though—this, for instance: 
he soil of India may be wet with the tears 
of widows, but the air of Great Britain is 
heavy with the sighs of the unmarried.” 

Dr. and Mrs. Barrows are in perfect health. 
The doctor expects to be in Chicago next 
Sunday, when he will lecture before the 
University of Chicago.

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THE HUMPHREY BILLS. . 

The Humpbrey bills will come up in the 
House tomorrow morning. The first to be 
taken up will be the one in which the street 
raiiroads are the most interested and to se- 
cure which they are ready to let everything 
else go. It grants them fifty-year fran- 
chises and authorizes them to Charge five 
cents for a ride during that period. 

The moment that bill is taken up a mo- 


clause. If the member who rises to make 
that motion is recognized by the Speaker 
then for the time being at least all amend- 
ments will be cut off and the question wii! 
be simply; Shall the bill be killed now or be 
considered further? 


If, as has been reported, he is unfriendly to 
the robber measures which bear Hum- 
phrey’s name he will recognize whoever 
rises to make the motion to strike out the 
enacting clause.

The bills, if amended as suggested, would 
still authorize the roads to occupy 800 miles 
of etreets in this city for fifty years without 
the consent of the municipal authorities— 
and therefore unconstitutionally. 

The bills would enable the roads to charge 
five cents for twenty years, while six years 
hence many of the grants made them by the 
city will expire and it will be in a position 
where it can force the roads to contribute 
liberally to the city’s revenues or charge 
lower fares, or both, and if the bills do not 
pass the city.can test in the courts before 
the six years are up the question whether it 
hee not the right to fix a lower maximum 
rate than the present excessive rate. 

No man can vote fer the biil, even if 
amended as is to be proposed. and assign an 
honest motive for his vote. The people, see- 
ing that the market value of the three prin- 
cipal roads, which is 90 millions now, will 
be doubled by the passage of the bills, will 
understand the motive which must prompt 
all but half a dozen or so of their supporters 
to vote for them. 

One per cent on 90 millions is $900,000. 
The roads can afford easily to pay that 
much in order to get their measures through. 
It is not surpriging that every dispatch from 
Springfield is füll of rumors concerping the 
immense corruption fund which Ras been 
sent there and which is to be distributed 
when the bills havé been put through. 

But while every man who votes for the 
bills, no matter how amended, will smirch 
himself forever and will suffer moral pun- 
ishment as long as he lives, the great point 
is to beat the bills and give no member a 
pretext for voting for them. The way to do 
that is to head off the ametdments which 
ate to be offered and force a vote on striking 
out; tlie enacting clause. ! 

That will be the policy of all sincere ép- 
ponents of the Humphrey bills. Those who 
do anything which opens the way for the 
offering of amendments by the supporters 


ing their passage give evidence of having 
deen tampered with. 


TO BICYCLE RIDERS. 

It was necessary for the police to resort to 
drastic meastres in some instances on Sun- 
day in order to compel obedience to the 
ordinances affecting bicycle riders. One 
policeman is reported to have fished with a 
long bamboo pole for offenders of the law 
against riding more than two abreast, and 
he appears to ha ve made a large haul. Some 
of the captives were taken to the police sta- 
tion and others were arrested in divers 
places for failure to carry lighted lamps 
on their wheels at night. The arrests of 
“ scorchers " were not so numerous, be- 
cause these offenders by the very nature of 
their lawlessness were able to elude. the 
officers and get away. 

There are doubtless some cases in which 
arrests for violating these bicycle ordinances 
are regarded as an unwarranted indignity, 
especially when the absence of a lighted 
lamp is the only offense. Doubtless in near- 
ly all cases of arrest the vietims feel they 
have been put upon by a too strict interpre- 
tation of the laws and that their rights are 
being sacrificed to an unreasoning prejudice. 
The riding season has barely opened and it 
Will de well for bicycle riders to consider 
early Just what the merits of this question 
are, The bicycle contingent of the city is a 
large one and it comprises in the aggregate 
che better element of the community. The 

people who ride are as a rule not familiar 
with the interior of police stations and are 
accustomed to obey the laws, Yet this is 
the first time probably in the experience of 
most of them that they are confronted by 
laws that could in any way affect their 
normal conduct. It seems incomprehensible 
to most of them that te ride a bicycle at 
night on an individual occasion without a 
lamp or to ride more than two abreast in 
the park should lay them open to arrest 
like any common malefactor. And it is 
‘natural perhaps that they should fail to see 


any other phase of the situation than that 


such an arrest is an intolerable indignity. 
The fact ie that these laws, misjudged 
to be against bicycle riders, are really 
for the protection of bicycle riders, and 
bt comparatively small num- 
ber of wis is due to the fact thet the 
laws are enforced. It is the duty of every 
bicycle rider to obey these laws implicitly, 
not only for the sake of others but for his 
own safety. Stated broadly, every rider 
| should take special care to observe these

in peril by these reckless riders, and a large 
majority of the accidents that happen are 
due to this cause. The lighted lamp at 
night is another necessity which police vig- 
ilance must insist on, On the main boule- 
vards and in the parks there is constant 
danger of collisions unless this warning 
light is shown, and the peril is so great that 
no temporizing with the law should be per- 
piltted, If a rider has the misfortune to 
get his lamp out of order during a ride he 
‘should be forced to make his way home on 
foot or by unused streets, if he has not the 
good sense to take this course of his own 
volitién. It is seldom that the police make 
an arrest without previously warning the 
offender, unless the offense is particularly 
flagrant. For instance, a rider dashing 
through a park with no lamp on his wheel 
gives prima facie evidence that he has de- 
liberately set out to jeopardize the life and 
limbs of every person using. the roads or 
streets on which he rides, Such an one 
should be hurried ‘to the police station as 
quickly as possible. There are a few other 
similar cases in which riders betray a total 
latk of consideration for the rights of others, 
and such riders are not justified in expect- 
ing any consideration in return. Butin the 
majority of cases violations of the laws are 
credited at first to thoughtlessness, and the 
offenders are given a chance to correct their 
conduct by the initial warning. If they de 
not heed the warning they show their of- 
fense is deliberate, and the interests of the 
eycling class, and of pedestrianism as well, 
demand that they be put under arrest by 
whatever means the policeman concerned 
finds necessary to employ. 
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LORIMER’S SPITE WORK. 

Tue TRIBUNE has explained how Lorimer 
and Hertz, disliking the Twelfth Ward Re-

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THE TARIFF COMMISSION IDEA. 

Senator Cullom has written a letter in

By which we could avold these constant and 
extreme changes in tariff legislation—first going 
far in the direction of a high tariff, and on the 
oecasion of change of politics going as far the 
other way. 

He does not like to see these sudden 


changes from the tariff of 1883 to the Me- 
Kinley law, which he voted for; then to the 
Wilson law, which he voted against; and 
then the wool and woolens schedule of 
the Dingley or the Finance co ttee bill, 
for neither of which schedules he will vote 
if he has any affection for his constitu- 
ents. . 6 

This plan of a permanent commission 
would make places for some politicians 
masquerading as statisticians and business- 
men.

THE END OF THE WAR. 

The port of Volo has been occupied by 
the victorious Turks, the Greek fleet has 
been withdrawn, and an Ottoman adminis- 
tration hasbeen established there. Saturday 
the Greeks made a stand at Kamarina, in 
Epirus, and were not only defeated but 
routed by the Turks. It is probable these 
two events will close the military opera- 
tions of the brief and ill-fated attempt of 
the Greeks to make war against the Turks. 

Semi-official dispatches agree in reporting 
that the contending parties have taken the 
first steps toward a negotiation of the issues 
involved in this memorable struggle. The 
powers have agreed upon the conditions of 
peace and the concert is once more estab- 
lished, Germany having come in at last, as 
the Greek Government has given its con- 
sent to Cretan autonomy as demanded of it. 
It is even stated that Greece has formally 
requested the powers to mediate and that 
Turkey has given its consent. 

The interest of the situation now turns 
upon the conditions which may be imposed 
upon Greece. It is reported from Vienna 
that Turkey will demand (1) the payment 
of an indemnity of $15,000,000, which is not 
exorbitant, since it will little more than 
cover Turkey’s expense of the war, though 
it will be a large sum of money for a small 
and practically bankrupt nation like Greece 
to raise; (2) a rearrangement of the Greek 
frontier; (3) the annulling of treaties favor- 
ing the Greeks}; (4) the cession of the Greek 
fleet to Turkey; and (5) the settlement of 
the Cretan question, The indemnity ques- 
tion, as already stated, will be an onerous 
one for Greece. The rearrangement of the 
frontier may mean that Turkey will de- 
mand the cession of Thessaly, which would 
give Greece her old boundary fixed in 1837, 
or it may mean that Turkey will demand 
such positions in Thessaly as dre of stra- 
tegie value to it. The annulling of treaties 
favorable to Greece is a harsh measure, but 
is a natural step in Turkish resentment. 
The cession of the Greek fleet to Turkey 
would be resented by the whole civilized 
world, as it would leave Greece at the ab- 
solute mercy of the unspeakable Turks. It 
would be bound hand and foot on land and 
sea. The settlement of the Cretan question 
is an indefinite statement. If it is to be 
settled as Turkey wishes the whole world 
will ery out against such an injustice. There 
is but one form of settlement that will be 
satisfactory, and that is a concession of ab- 
solute autonomy for the Cretans and of ab- 
solute freedom from Turkish tyranny. The 
task before the powers is one of considera- 
ble difficulty. Turkey is flushed. with its 
success, The Sick Man is not as sick as he 
was reported. He has a powerful army, 
one much more powerful than he had when 
he made hie stubborn fight against Russia. 
If he shall insist upon his terms and upon 


the powers may again be seriously dis- 
turbed. The settlement of details will, 
therefore, be anxiously watched, but, how- 
ever it may eventuate, Greece has been 
fearfully punished for its audacity and 
must suffér further humiliation. It evi- 
dentiy has no friends among the powers of 
Europe, 
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THE. BELL COMPANY WIS. 

The Supreme Court has decided in favor 
of the Bell Telephone company in the suit 
brought against it by the United Stateg 
to annul the Berliner patent .which the 
company owns. The application for this 
patent was made in 1877, but action was 
delayed by a series of “ interferences "’ for 
thirteen years, so that the patent, which is 
an exceedingly valuable one, was not grant- 
ed until 1891, or only about three years 
prior to the expiration of the original Bell 
patent. 

The claim made by the government in its 
suit to annul the Berliner patent was that 
the delay of thirteen years in the Patent 
Office was fraudulent and was due to the 
procurement of the company. The Su- 
preme Court would not uphold this claim. 
It» states that there is no evidence of cor- 
ruption and no proof that the delay in 
issuing the patent was due to the company. 
The court holds that it must be assumed 
the delay was through the fault of the 
Patent Office, since it cannot be shown con- 
clusively that it was through the fault of 
the company. 

The result is that the company will en- 


for eleven years to come, when if it had 
not been for the dilatoriness of the govern- 
ment officials it would have expired three 
years ago. While the decision of the Su- 
preme Court puts an end to the controversy, 
nearly all will believe that the company 
had a great deal to do with delays which 
benefited it so much. If it had really 
wanted the patent issued nearly twenty 
years ago the patent could have been ob- 
tained. Doubtless it saw the advantages 
of having something in reserve to use when 
the origina! patent ran out.

MAYOR HARRISON TELLS WHY HE

Amid Democratic Yells of Approval 
“Re Explains to the Council That 
Swift's Men Delered Making Civil

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the civil service examination and were 
eligible for appointment the Republican 
Commissioners, instead of drawing from the 
classified list, permitted the heads of de- 
Dartments to create positions not men- 
med in such list, and allowed them to 
ö filled by persons whose only qualifications 


Yor office were services rendered at Repub-* 


lican p and in order to enable such 
persons to be rewarded permitted the ap- 
pointments to be renewed at the end of 
each sixty days. In the meantime no ex- 
aminations in such departments were held. 

“A few days before the spring election in 
1896, arid again a few days before the fall 
élection of the same year, the Civil Service 
Commission allowed twenty-four men to he 
placed in positions, conveniently catling 

them tax experts,’ evidently in order to 
evade the civil service law and to avoid the 
necessity of selecting clerks who were on the 
eligible list. These tax experts were repeat- 
edly reappointed under the sixty-day rule, 
but no examinations whatever were held to 
fill such positions permanently. 

Dec. 11, 1805, a position was filled in this 
game way, and has been repeatedly filled by 
allowing reappointments every sixty days, 
and in order, apparently, to avoid examina- 
tion the appointee was called ‘ water sample 
collector,’ Other officers with the same end 

in view, evidently, have been called re- 
spectively ‘electrical expert,’ ‘tax expert,’ 
“expert on report,’ final settlement clerk,’ 
ete., the object unquestionably being to 
avoid selecting from the lists of eligibles in 
the several departments from which such 
officers should have been selected. 

525 Sixty-Day Jobs Filled. 

The following positions have been filled 
under the sixty-day rule: Clerk, foreman, 
bookkeeper, driver, veterinary surgeon, 
Printer, engineer, elevator operator, elec- 
trical expert, paving inspector, laborer, 
nurse, building inspector, draftsman, 
photographer, lineman, rod man, civil en- 
_pineer, brickmaker, watchman, ice inspect- 
cr, scrub woman, water boy, machinist, lamp 
trimmer, medical inspector, meat inspector, 
and milk tester. Many of these positions 
should have been filled by persons who had 

examinations and were eligible for 
appointment. N | 

The Commissioners have made a classi- 
fied list of 149 positions. In 101 of these, as 
Tar as I can ascertain, there have been abso- 
lutely no examinations held, At tne time 
the present Mayor entered upon the duties 
of his office there were no eligibles ready for 
service in the lepartments of the City Col- 
lector, Controller, Treasurer, and City Clerk, 
the most important in the city, and no ex- 
amination has ever been held for a single 
appointment therein, and no appointment 
has been made excepting one stenographer 
and one janitress under the civil service law. 

Filled with Incompetent Persons. 

“That part of the machinery of the city 
government intrusted with the collection 
of the revenues the city was able, there- 
fore, to perform its functions but imper- 
fectly for the reason that the positions with- 
in said departments had been filled with in- 
competent persons, and there was no list of 

eligibles from which selections could be 
made. 

It was with great regret that I felt called 
upon to exercise the powers vested in me, 
and to remove the civil service officers, but 
I found that it was absolutely impossible to 

Protect the interests of the city and to ad- 
minister properly its affairs by adopting any 
other course. I could detail additional facts 
showing the incompetency of and neglect of 
duty by M Hotz and Glark, but I do 
not desire to make this report one of unneces- 
eary length.

Mayor Harrison also sent in a suggestion 
that a committee of five be appointed to en- 
tertain the representatives of the World’s 
Postal Congress, soon to visit Chicago, and 
the Council authorized him to name such a 
body. 

Rental for Water Tunnels. 

Ald. McInerny introduced an order au- 
thorizing the city to charge the gas com- 
panies $1,000 a year rental for the use of 
the city’s two water tunnels under the 
South Branch, which went to the Gas com- 
mittee. 

Maypole Proposes Water Rebates. 

Ald. Maypole had passed an order author- 
izing the water office to rebate the frontage 
water rates on buildings which had been 
vacant more than two months, and then Ald. 
Mangler. sent the report ef his special com- 
mittee on gas to the Clerk’s desk. 

Mangler’s Gas Committee Report. 

Ald. ‘Mangler had a great deal of trouble 
about this report, as it was long and the 
Council regarded it as of so little importance 
it ordered it deferred and published without 
being read. This report, however, is the 
pride of Ald. Mangler’s heart and he made 
so much noise about its being more impor- 
tant than the Humphrey bills that the 
Council was persuaded to allow it to be read 
and did listen to part of it. 

It was mainly a plea for the Ogden Gas 
company and a recital of how the existence 
of that company in the North Division had 
compelled the trust to make better terms 
with itscustomers. It also said the presence 
of the committee had withheld the trust 
tröm continuing its former high-handed 
treatment of the citizens and congratulated 
the committee accordingly, but suggested it 
would be well for the committee to continue 
its labors, under the suspervision of its vigi- 
lant Chairman, so as to fight the gas consoli- 
dation bill at-Springfield. 

When the reading was over Ald. Mangler 
made a speech in which he said he had in- 
sisted on the reading because the newspa- 
pers and the Civic Federation had spoken 
harshly of the Aldermen for passing the 
Ogden Gas ordinance and he wanted to show 
they had been actuaited by the purest mo- 
tives, their desire being to furnish gas to the 
citizens, at a much less reduced price.“ 

Miller’s Sewer Ordinance Passed. 

Ald. Miller introduced and had passed an 
ordinance for an extensive system of sew- 
ers in the southwestern part of the city. 
It comprises a main outfall sewer in South 
Central Park avenue, West Thirty-first street, 
Homan avenue, and West Thirtieth street, 


‘and contributory sewers in South Centra! 


Park avenue, South St. Louis avenue, and 
South Spalding avenue. 

Maltby’s Track Elevation Measure. 

Ald, Maltby, as Chairman of the Track 
Elevation committee, introduced an ordi- 
nance, which was deferred and published, 
providing for the abolition of the grade 
crossinges at Sixteenth and Clark streets. 
It is practically the same as the former 
ordinance which the railway companies re- 
fused to accept, save it provides for a foot 
higher elevation of the St. Charles Air Line 
and a foot less depression of the Western 
Indiana and Santa Fe tracks. 

Speaking of it, Ald. Maltby said it was 
merely a skeleton ordinance put in tentative- 
ly until such time as the roads interested 
could agree upon a plan among themselves. 
If, however, they should fail of an agree- 
ment, then it might be passed. 

John Fitasimon’s Bond Approved. 

The bond of John Fitzsimons as Superin- 
tendent of Street and Alley Cleaning in $25,- 
000, with Theodore Oehne and T. E. Ryan 
as sureties, was approved. 


COL. THOMPSON TALKS OF GETTYSBURG 


Interesting Paper Read Before the 
Western Society of the Army 
of the Potomac. 


“ A Scrap of Gettysburg was the subject 
of a paper read by Col. R. 8. Thompson of 
Chicago at a meeting of the Western Society 
of the Army of the Potomac last evening 
at the Sherman House. The paper was or- 
dered printed. 

Col. Thompson compared the action of 
Hays’ division of the Second Corps with 
that of Gibbon’s division. He showed that 
Hays’ division was confronted by four brig- 
ades of Heth's division and two brigades of 
Bender’s division, while Gibbon’s division 
was confronted by three brigades of Pick- 
ett’s division. 

He said the Second Corps arrived at Get- 
tysburg early in the morning of July 2 with 
less than 10,000 men in line. Its loss was 
given as 4,001 men and 349 commissioned 
officers, of whom 368 were reported as mées- 
ing. 

Col. Thompson said the number of killed 
and wounded in the six brigades which con- 
fronted Hays’ division was more than dou- 
ble the number of killed and wounded in the 
three brigades of Pickett’s division, and yet 
not a man crossed the line of Hays’ division 
except prisoners of war. \ 

Col. Thompson gave in detail the action 
around a stone barn, and described in pict- 
uresque terms the sharpshooting of the 
Union men. 

Col. Thompson was, at the time of the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg, Captain and Acting Major 
of the Twelfth New Jersey Volunteers of 
Alex. Hays’ division ofthe Second Corps.

They did not call a physician until Monday, 
when they sent for Dr. Wiltshire.

The latter, 
who is a molder, told his brother he had 
worked recently in Cincinnati, Toledo, and 
several other Ohio cities.

SENATE COMMITTEE CONTINUES ITS 
INVESTIGATION.

Everett E. Gore Testifies the Bank Was 


dh the Verge of Insolvency in 1893— 
Hiram B. Prentice Asserts He Re- 
signed Because He Was Not Satisfied 
with the Way the Institution’s Af- 
fairs Were Conducted and Gov. Alt- 
geld Did Not Like Him. 


The Senate committee continued its inves- 
tigation into the defalcation of Charles W. 
Spalding, defaulting Treasurer of the Uni- 
versity of the State of Illinois, at the Great 
Northern Hotel yesterday, and the commit- 
tee succeeded in learning’ that the Globe 
Savings Bank appeared to have been played 
as a favorite in the Auditor’s office during 
Altgeld’s term as Governor. Tottering on 
the verge of insolvency most of the time 
since 1893, it was bolstered up one way or 
another, and recommendations against it 
seem to have been ignored by the Auditor. 


E. E. Gore’s Testimony. 


Everett E. Gore, who was chief of the 
Banking Department during part of his 


1 father’s—David Gore—administration of the 


office of State Auditor, was the first witness 
yesterday. George R. Hayden, he testified, 
made his first examination of the Globe in 
1896. It showed a condition of solvency, but 
the paper was peculiar in many conditions. 
Mr. Gof® did not know anything of the offi- 
cers in the bank making loans, and did not 
know of any combination of loans. 

„But,“ he volunteered, this bank began 
to liquidate, not voluntarily, at the begin- 
ning of 1893. At the beginning of 1893 it had 
$800,000 in assets, and at the end of 1896 only 
about half ef that. I was satisfied in my 
mind that Spalding was the whole thing. 
Spalding wrote many letters to the Auditor’s 
office, and Ihave heard the chief clerk or 
some ore utider him say that Spalding 
caused him more trouble than any other one 
man connected with a State institution.“ 

Regarding Mr. Hayden’s long delay in fil- 
ing the report of the examination made by 
him in January, Gore said: 

J think it was a piece of the grossest 
carelessness.“ 

Senator Berry said: 

Has this continuous condition existed 
all that time? 

That bank has given us more trouble 
than any other in the State,“ he said; “ and, 
moreover, Spalding has been a thorn in the 
side of the Auditor. When I quit my office 
I warned my successor to look out for the 
Globe Bank.“ 

After his examination Mr. Gore said to 
several reporters he supposed, although 
knowing nothing about it, university money 
was used in tiding along the bank, which in- 
stitution, he believes, will pay out fully, but 
maybe at the expense of the university. 


Prentice Telis a Queer Story. 


Hiram B. Prentice, chief of the banking 
department for Auditor Gore from January, 
1898, to October, 1895, told a queer story of 
the doings in that department, and the 
causes which led to his final resignation. 
He said the bank had a bad appearance at 
the beginning, and never improved in looks. 
On Jan. 5, 1805, the examination developed 
that many stocks were non-convertible, and 
he demanded that there be a change made 
n them. 

On July 1, 1895, we asked that the bank 
make no more loans,“ said Mr. Prentice. 
“At the next examination we found mat- 
ters were growing more desperate. I kept 
urging the Auditor to take some action on 
the Globe, and he said he would confer with 
the Governor. We knew at the beginning 
of our term of office that Altgeld had been 
a director of the bank and also a creditor. 


I resigned because I was not satisfied with 


the laxity of the affairs of the Globe and 


other cases, and the latter part of Septem- 


ber, 1895, Auditor Gore told me I was em- 
barrassing his administration, and so I quit. 
I think the Auditor said the Governor did not 
like me.“ 

Incurs Altgeld’s Dislike. 

Why did not Altgeld like you?“ 

Weil, it became our duty near the be- 
ginning of our administration to call the 
Globe Bank down on an overloan of Alt- 
geid’s, amounting to about $45,000, and we 
A certain bank 
of Chicago wanted a certain thing done 
which I did not think was lawful. The 
Auditor wavered over it and I was thor- 
oughly against it. The President of the 
bank and a lawyer came down to Spring- 
feld to see if they could not make arrange- 
ments to get the matter through, but I was 
firm. 

J also called his attention,“ said the 
witness, to the report of Feb. 18, 1804, in 
which R. L. Allen, Warden of the Peniten- 
tiary at Joliet; George P. Bunker, then 
State Grain Inspector; C. W. Spalding, 
Treasurer of the university; and Jim Welsh, 
Treasurer of the State Canal, haa various 
amounts on deposit in the Globe, making 
$127,000 in all, or something more than a 
third of the total individual savings de- 
posits. Very few of the matters which I 
found wrong were paid any attention to, 
and so I resigned.“ 

Mrs. J. B. Haryey of the State Home for 
Juvenile Female Offenders said the institu- 
tion had about 88,000 in the Globe Savings 
Bank, but had not suffered for anything so 
far. 

The Legislative committee then adjourned 
to meet again some day this week ir. Spring- 
field, when they will examine ex-Treasurer 
John Bunn and ex-Auditor David Gore. 

Senator Berry said the report would be 
presented to the Senate some time next week 
and that it would make recommendation 
for changes in the banking laws and 
censure some of the men whose names have 
been prominent in the investigation. 


GRAND JURY TAKES UP DREYER CASE 


Receiver Boughey Shows Depositors 
Will Be Losers to the Extent of 
Nearly $1,000,000. 


The special grand jury yesterday took up 
the affairs of E. S. Dreyer and those of E. 
S. Dreyer & Co. and returned another in- 
dictment against E. W. Andrews for with- 
holding funds of the Grain Inspector’s office 
from his successor. 

Receiver Boughey said the books of the 
FE. 8. Dreyer & Co. bank showed claims 
amounting to a total of $350,000, exclusive 
of the West Park Board funds, which ag- 
gregate $350,000. At the present time the 
assets of the bank, which are mostly real 
estate, foot up $400,000. This will leave the 
depositors losers to the amount of nearly 
$1,000,000. Receiver Boughey said at one 
time Dreyer owed the Nationa] Bank of 
Illinois $500,000. The capital stock of the 
latter bank was $1,000,000, and Dreyer, ac- 
cording to the statement of the receiver, 
had about half the funds of the National 
Bank of Illinois. 6 

In order to cut down this enormous Man 
it was said Dreyer got clerks in his employ 
who were working for $100 a month to make 
out notes for large sums, and these were 
deposited as offsets against the $500,000 
he owed the National Bank of Illinois. E. 
V. Langworthy, a clerk, the witness said, 
signed one note for $99,000, and W. G. Con- 
rad, another clerk, sigued a note for $100,- 
600. These were both accepted by Vice- 
President Hammond of the National Bank 
of Illinois. | : 

When Dreyer was made Treasurer of the 
West Park Board he owed the National 
Bank of Illinois $300,000. F. M. Blount, the 
retiring Treasurer, turned over to Dreyer 
$349,000, Suddenly Dreyer’s account was 
cut down at the National Bank of Illinois 
to. $50,000, and the West Park funds are 
supposed to bave been used for that pur- 


pose. 

Receiver Boughey told the jury abou:

When he pro- 
duced the roll of money the stranger and 
Brown’s companion grabbed it and fled. 

Brown and the barkeeper pursued the 
men, but were met at the door by two strang- 
ers, who drew revolvers and represented 
themselves as detectives.

Decks of the Calumet Cleared for Ac- 
tion and Lieut. Cushman Ready to 
Sweep the Beams of Ail Obstruc- 
tions, Mortal and Otherwise — Old- 
Timers Bewail the Loss of Their 
Homes — One Ericsson.

A man named Ericéson, present where- 
abouts unknown, would do well to keep 
away from the north government pier to- 
day.

The denizens of the pier were warned last 
Saturday. Their time was up yesterday, and 
now everything that is left on the pier today 
stands a firstrate prospect of going down to 
join the little fishes that they have so long 
been the means of bringing to an untimely 
end. 


All the Fault of Ericsson. 

It’s all the fault of that man Ericsson, 
whoever he is. He had a hut and fishing 
machines way out on the far end of the 
pier. In time he came to think he owned 
a part of the structure, and when the govern- 
ment man who oils the lamp, blows the 
whistle, and rings the bell remonstrated 
that the fishing machines and the hut of 
Ericsson impeded his pathway on the pier, 
Ericsson told the lighthouse man to chase 
himself, and consequently made not only 
himself but all the rest of the fisher folk 
persona non grata to the government, which 
retaliated by driving Ericsson off the pier 
and now is ready to evict all others.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Madison, Wis., May 10.— [Special. I—In the fire 
report of Insurance Commissioner Fricke, now in 
the hands of the printer, some interesting infornia- 
tion is given about insurance within the State and 
his reasons in favor of repealing the valued policy 
law and enacting one créating the office of Fire 
Marshal. Upon these points the report says: 

The amount of insurance written in Wisconsin 
by stock and mutual companies during 1896 was 
$253,936,018, for which $4,391,133 was received in 
premiums, and upon which $1,680,987 was paid 
for fire losses, making the ratio of losses to pre- 
miums received 38.28 per cent, being a loss ratio 
of 34.05 per cent less than for the preceding year. 
The premium receipts for 1895 were $4,599,067, 
with losses amounting to $3,297,731, making the 
ratio of losses to premiums received 72.33. Since 
1870 there have been but two years—1876 and 1881 
—in which the loss ratio was less than that of last 
year. From 1870 to 1896 inclusive the premium 
receipts in Wisconsin amounted to $74,616,775. 
During this period 5844, 163. 001 was paid for losses, 
giving a loss ratio of 59.19 for these twenty-six 
years. In Illinois, including the two Chicago 
fires, the loss ratio for a like period of years— 
1869-1895, inclusive—was 45.3. In Iowa, from 
1870-1895, inclusive; the loss ratio was but 39.7. 
This would seem to be good evidence in favor of 
the repeal of the valued policy law, as neither IIII- 
nois nor Iowa has such a law, while the showing 
of the valued policy States is as follows: 

Wisconsin, 1872 to 1896, inclusive, loss ratio, 


59. 19. 
Missouri, 1872 to 1895, inclusive, loss ratio, 
. 
Minnesota, 1872 to 1895, inclusive, loss ratio, 


59.9. 

Conditions in these five States, including Un- 
nois and Iowa, do not materially differ, yet we find 
in three having valued policy laws the loss ratio 
high, and as a consequence high premium rates, 
and in me two having no such law a lower loss 
ratio and @ lower stationary premium rate. It 
would seem hardly necessary to argue that not 
valued policy, act of God, anti-coinsurance, 
and anti-compact laws, but a Fire Marshal law, 
stringent building regulations, and a decrease in 
taxation would prove the most effectual means of 
reducing the loss ratio and enormous fire waste 
and give the lowest premium rates. 

There is every reason to believe that a Fire 
Marshal law in this State would produce the same 
results as in Massachusetts if administered in the 
same stringent and energetic way. Under that 
law eighty-six arrests were made for incendiarism 
in 1895, which resulted in forty-six final convic- 
tions, with fifteen additional cases awaiting final 
trial in the highest courts, and the fire loss was 
$800,000 less the first year the law was in operation 
than it was the preceding year. 

To the uninformed the difference between the 
premium receipts and losses paid represents, the 
enormous profits of the companies. Often these 
would be enormous if that statement were true, 
but before we can enlarge upon profits there must 
be added to the losses paid from 33 per cent to 38 
per cent for expenses. In Wisconsin there are 
some 8,000 agents, who receive from 15 to 25 per 
cent for obtaining the business; these men are all

Among the village boarders there is al- 
most always a merry company, some of 
whom manage to get themselves talked 
about, and sooner or later are assigned 
rooms within the college grounds. They are 
attractive, and form a congenial company, 
and in this present case the “Jolly Eight,“ 
into which inroads have been made, were 
about as conspicuously merry a group as 
can be recalled. Miss Kirby is reputed to 
have been one of the liveliest and best- 
natured, and expressions of genuine regret 
are heard at the illness of her brother at 
this time. 

Although not strikingly handsome, she 
was magnetic and bright, and altogether a 
most entertaining body. 

Nearly all the girls forming the set in 
which auburn-haired Mary Kirby moved 
ride bicycles, and in the pursuit of exercise 
they were allowed to take long rides on 
pleasant afternoons. To Natick was the 
favorite trip, and, according to the stories 
told, the wheeling excursions were accom- 
panied by unsanctioned indulgence in a cer- 
tain liquid valued at $3.50 a quart.

Without Prescription.

It is told that one of the young women 
who had just left college, with 3 — 
friend, still a student, rode up to one of the 
three railroad stations on their bikes, one 
afternoon about two weeks ago, dismounted, 
and wentin. After they left an empty bottle, 
which had recently contained half a pint of 
whisky, was found, a most insinuating rea- 
son for their resorting to this quiet spot.

More Beer and Cigarets.

and a semi-pathetic view of the struggles 
of the outsiders who would give their eye- 
teeth to be in it.“ : 

As a result of her well-chosen standpoint 
Mrs. Harrison is able to retain popularity 
on both sides of the mystic line that sep- 
arates the somehbodies from the nobodles. 
Society does not ohject to being told 
that it is hollow as long as It is still acknowl- 
edged great. And those who would like to 
get into society do not mind having the 
causes of their social impossibility laid bare 
if it is done in a kindly and impersonal way. 
Most important of all, the great, real world 
outside is as willing to read about the in- 
terior of New York society as about the in- 
terior of Africa, if so be that the descrip- 
tions thereof have life, vigor, vividness, and 
good humor. Some of these qualities Mrs. 
Harrison's stories have—especially the good 
nature, though fiot much of the vigor. 

Take the initial story, The Merry Maid 
of Arcady,”’ for instance. It is one of those 
indeterminate tales called, in the literary 
cant of the day, pastels. A literary pastel, 
as far as one can make out, isa story without 
a point. Perhaps, then, it is not exactly fair 
to call this story of Mrs. Harrison’s a pas- 
tel. It is the tale of a poor woman with sad- 
ly altered fortunes—one of those waifs that 
life has marooned in a desert boarding- 
house upon the pitiless sea of the metropolis 
—and who makes one brave little attempt 
to swim, only to be thrown back upon the 
old rocks, beaten, bruised, and lonelier than 
ever. There is pathos in Miss Poindexter’s 
putting all her savings into a gown in or- 
der that she may go to one swell function 
given by her former schoolmate, Mrs. 
Thorne, and in the pitiful and lonely figure 
she cuts there. It isa story that begins no- 
where and ends nowhere, and yet it affords 
a glimpse of gay life and a touch of sym- 
pathy that make one partly forgive the 
wordy and inconsequential style in which it 
jis written. 

In the story called *\Worrosquoyacke * 
there figures a well-born, well-mannered. 
well-to-do club man, not subject to violent 
emotion of any sort, agreeable in a lazy way, 
and sufficiently good-looking.” That de- 
scription might fairly be applied to Mrs. Har- 
rison’s whole collection of stories. Some of 
them, like the one from which this quota- 
tion is taken, have pretty, romantic endings. 
Others, like ‘‘ His Lordship,” show off the 
fortune-hunting English lordlings to humor- 
ous disadvantage. But the whole eight 
stories all bear the stamp of polite, conven- 
tional, well-bred mediocrity. 


—— 

Mrs. Burton Harrison is evidently better 
at novels than at short stories. It is there- 
fore of interest to learn that she now has a 
new historical novel of about 90,000 words 
in press with Lamson, Wolffe & Co., and that 
it is claimed to be the most serious literary 
effort she has yet made. It is called A Son 
of the Old Dominion,“ and is a colonial 
novel, dealing with the early border warfare 
between the Ind s and the colonists, and 
with the causes that led up to the revolution. 
Its scenes are laid in Virginia, and many 
incidents in the life of Washington, to whom 
Mrs. Harrison is related, have been gath- 
ered from private documents handed down 
by her family. A charming love story is 
said to be woven skillfully into the histori- 
cal materials. The publishers expect to is- 
sue the book during the latter part of May.
